

Severe storm leaves its mark

According to a rain gauge 
located at the Didsbury District 
Health Services, a little over two 
and a half inches of water cas¬ 
caded earth-w ard in a down pour 
that lasted less than two hours 
during the late evening hours of 
July 17. 

The actual amount of water 
that fell has not been established, 
but it is possible that more rain 
came down than the gauge reg¬ 
istered Ernest Mengcrscn, an 
Olds College instructor who 
monitors the meterological sta¬ 
tion on campus, said the force of 
the ram can cause “splash out” 
which can affect the gauge’s 
accuracy He also noted that with 
the amount of water already satu¬ 
rated into the soil in this area, a 
large amount of precipitation in 
a short amount of time would 
not all be absorbed or carried 
away 

Among the hardest hit were 
businesses located along the 
down town section of 20th street 

“We worked until one in the 
morning on Monday,” Claude 
Baril of Didsbury Drugs said 
“Initially we used the fire de¬ 
partment’s stuff We squeegeed 
out an awful lot of water, and 
then we used carpet cleaners ” 

Business owners and employ¬ 
ees up and down Didsbury’s 
main street who turned out to 
check on the damage as the rain 
continued to fall, were soon shar¬ 
ing mops, buckets and shop vacu¬ 
ums as they struggled to stay 
ahead of the watery invasion 

“There’s a ‘water situation’ 


in this area,” Grant Hemming, 
of Mountain View Electronic 
Services said, adding that town 
workers had taken measures to 
help including grading a groove 
down the alley to carry water 
away. “The water has to get from 
the back alley to the main street, 
and it either runs through the 
gutters, or it runs in the back 
door and out the front door ” 

Hemming said he lent a hand 
to the owners of the liquor store 
next door where they “shovelled 
out the water, right out the door, 
with snow shovels ” 

“Wc assisted each other up 
and down the road here It has 
happened in the past, but this 
was by far the worst I’ve taken 
fairly significant water control 
steps here It’s the lay of the land 
and the volume of water I vacu¬ 
umed up water until two in the 
morning.” 

A1 McCoy said excess water 
was pumped into treed areas at 
the golf course the following 
day He said the course would 
be fine after repairs to cart paths 
were completed and all the wa¬ 
ter drained off the low spots on 
the greens, but at the height of 
the storm, water flowing across 
the road at the course across 
from the fast ball diamonds was 
over two feet high Employees 
who left the course after 10:30 
p m were startled when their 
headlights illuminated a verita¬ 
ble river of water in front of 
them gushing across the road, 
running level with the doors of 
their vehicles 

Fire chief Rick Mousseau said 
the fire department was kept hop¬ 
ping for several hours as they 


moved their portable pumps 
from sight to sight, responding 
to a record amount of calls for 
flood aid from both residential 
and commercial sites 

A neighbor next door to the 
Watt property on 21st Street 
called during the height of the 
storm to report a mature poplar 
had cracked in two and crashed 
across the breadth of an adja¬ 
cent back y ard Fortunately noth¬ 
ing was in its path and no dam¬ 
age (beyond the loss of the tree) 
was incurred 

Town foreman Hans Janssen 


said repairs were already under 
way the following day at the 
cemetery, where some plot sites 
settled from four to nearly 12 
inches as a direct result of the 
storm While some sinkage is 
not unusual after heavy rains, 
Janssen said he'd never seen 
anything to that extent prior to 
this storm Janssen added that 
restoration to the sites, weather 
permitting, should be completed 
by mid-week 

There were also a number of 
reports of varying amounts of 
water seeping into basements

Mediation 

negotiations 

terminated

A report submitted to the mayors and coun¬ 
cils of Didsbury and Olds in early July by 
official mediator Bill Cowan officially termi¬ 
nated negotiations between the Olds-Didsbury 
Airport Commission and Canadian Skydive 
Centre 

Cowan indicated in his report that the termi¬ 


nation of negotiations was a direct result of a 
June 24 confrontation between commission 
members and skydivers on the occasion of the 
airport open house 

Randy Fcwchuk, who owns and operates the 
Canadian Skydive Centre, said from his per¬ 
spective, negotiations failed due to a lack of 
impartiality He disputed the objectivity of a 
mediation process negotiated by a member of

Kevin Bullock who re¬ 
sponded to the College Green 
inundation, operates a carpet 
cleaning business out of Car¬ 
stairs He said he’d been joking 
with his wife the night of the 
storm saying he’d better get to 
bed early because he was going 
to have a busy day come Tues¬ 
day. He was right, as it turned 
out 

A computer tower located on 
the floor beside Dr Botha's desk 
was the primary casualty of the 
flooding at College Green, but 
the degree of damage could not 
be ascertained until Dr Botha 
had a chance to dismantle and 
dry out the unit 

Bullock removed over 300 
gallons of water from the clinic 
In a regular sized family home, 
that would fill a basement with 
“enough water to swim in’’, he 
said Clinic staffers cancelled 
all but emergency services, and 


moving personnel and opera¬ 
tions to the hospital until 
Wednesday when the offices 
were dry enough to allow re¬ 
sumption of regular clinic hours 
At the hospital itself, the dol¬ 
lar figure has not been tallied on 
the washout of the wood and 
earth retaining wall between the 
two parking areas on the south 
side of the complex 

Discussing the storm with “a 
long time resident”. Grant Hem¬ 
ming said the man told him the 
next day that “He’d lived in this 
town for 50 years and he’d never 
seen rain like that ” 

“Didsbury is just not geared 
to handle that much water in an 
hour,” Hemming said “What 
happened that night was very' 
unfortunate, but if we wanted 
Didsbury to be able to handle 
that much water, our taxes would 
go out of sight We could install 
great hugh water ducts, and 
they’d get used once every 50 
vears ”

Fcwchuk said many of the 
airport commission’s objections

fuel outlet in Didsbury Fcwchuk 
also questioned the commis¬ 
sion’s contention that there was 
a need for special (and costly) 
insurance 

While Fewchuk did not offer 
specifics as to his intentions fol¬ 
lowing the negotiation break¬ 
down, he did say, 4 ‘ but the next 
thing- 1 should know, hopefully 


within a couple of weeks, we 
can’t really say right now- but 
it’s going to be a little bit of a big 
surprise for everyone, I think 
There have been injustices done 
and it’s about time the whole 
thing came out in the wash, so to 
speak ” 

Both Mayor Ray Lea of Dids¬ 
bury and Mayor Bob Armstrong 
of Olds confirmed the matter 
has been turned back over to the 
airport commission for resolu¬ 
tion 

“I’ve always backed the air¬ 
port commission,” Armstrong 
said. “They’ve done a heck o/a 
good job over there, that airport 
has won awards ” Armstrong 
said he would support the air¬ 
port commission in whatever 
direction they chose to resolve 
the matter 


“We will support the com¬ 
mission,” Mayor Ray Lea 
agreed ‘ ‘The thing is, Mr Cowan 
was just trying to solve a diffi¬ 
cult situation on a volunteer ba¬ 
sis All we did, basically, was 
get more information, give it 
one last shot After we got the 
(mediation] report, council 
weighed all the things that have 
happened in the last while We 
decided to leave it in the com¬ 
mission’s hands and let them 
handle it If Randy wants to ne¬ 
gotiate, the place to negotiate is 
with the commission ”

Diets rich in fibre could 
damatically reduce health care 
costs in Western nations, accord¬ 
ing to Dr Norman Temple, of 
Athabasca University, coauthor 
with the late world famous phy¬ 
sician, Dr. Denis Burkitt, of 
Western Diseases: Their Dietary 
Prevention and Reversibility 

Diet is a leading killer in West¬ 
ern nations Such illnesses as 
cancer, coronary heart disease, 
hypertension and obesity can all 
be linked to Western society's 
highly refined meat based diet, 
rich in fat, cholesterol and salt 
and low in fibre 

"These diseases are the major 
consumers of health resources 
and their large scale reduction 
could have incalculable results 
in reducing health care expendi¬

An open letter to The 
Honourable Ty Lund 
Minister of Environmental 
Protection 
Dear Mr. Lund: 

I realize that your staff are still 
assessing the damage caused by the 
recent forest fires, but when their 
analysis is complete, I should be 
grateful if you could let me know 
what area of commercial deciduous 
and coniferous timber was lost to 
fire in each forest region. Could you 
please tell me what impact this will 
have on the annual allowable cut 
(AAC) in each affected area? I 
should also be interested to know 
whether any change has been made 
to the rotation age when reassessing 
the AAC 

I am asking these questions be¬ 
cause there serious doubts about 
whether Alberta's Crown forests are 


being managed in a truly sustain¬ 
able manner I know that some pro¬ 
fessional foresters are already con¬ 
cerned that the rotation age is too 
short. I am also frequently told that 
there are concerns about the accu¬ 
racy of the current timber inven¬ 
tory This could be even more seri¬ 
ous than if the rotation age is lower 
than the time period needed for 
timber to regenerate to cutting age 
The recent fires will obviously make 
the situation even more critical in 
areas that lost commercial timber 
stands 

1 am also writing to ask that you 
do everything possible to ensure the 
speedy reforestation of those areas 
that have been lost to fire. Can you 
please give me an estimate of the 
affected areas that will be left to 
regenerate naturally (for example, 
pine stands), and the area of spruce 


that will need to be replanted? 1 
understand that in previously 
unharvested areas or where trees 
had already reached the "Free to 
Grow" stage, reforestation is the 
Crown responsibility What is the 
estimated costs of the additional 
reforestation that the Crown will 
have to undertake as the result of 
fires this year? Will money for this 
be available from the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection and Enhancement 
Fund and will the government also 
allow the Forest Resource Improve¬ 
ment Program to be used for refor¬ 
estation, if such proposals are put 
forward by industry?

As the Klein revolution contin¬ 
ues, employment casualties increase 
steadily. 

In Alberta over the last two years, 
thousands of private and public sec¬ 
tor workers have lost their jobs. 
Every day we hear about hundreds 
of people whose jobs have been 
eliminated Some of these workers 
have many years of service and are 
given one month's notice - or some¬ 
times even less.

It seems as if Albertans have 
become immune to the human costs 
of "downsizing" and "rightsizing"

Most recently, 1,400 workers will 
lose their jobs in the government's 
move to privatize many of the serv¬ 
ices once delivered by the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation The Minis¬ 
ter of Transportation, Steve West, 
demonstrates a callous disregard for 
the lives of the people affected by 
his decisions. 

Alberta Liberals believe that the 


government could soften the blow 
for workers who lose their jobs in 
both the public and private sectors 
as a result of work being contracted 
out or privatized by enacting suc¬ 
cessor rights legislation. Such leg¬ 
islation would outline provisions to 
ensure fair and humane treatment 
for employees during the transition 
penod from one employer to an¬

Services Authority The process is 
expected to take from one to three 
years. 


The Community Facilitator’s 
office for the Commissioner of Serv¬ 
ices for Children is up and running 
in newly revamped quarters at Dids¬ 
bury High School 

While the office, staffed by Com¬ 
munity Facilitators Pearl Craig and 
Peter Versluys and administrative 
support person Munel Nesom is ‘in 
on the ground floor’ in a timing 
sense, the office is actually located 
upstairs, just down the hall from the 
school office. 

The concept of regional authori¬ 
ties in the new system was intro¬ 
duced to foster accessibility and

I try not to write or talk much about the weather 
There are several reasons for this, the first is that the 
subject is overdone without my contribution Sec¬ 
ondly, 1 don't understand the significance of things 
like prevailing winds and cloud formation and what 
a SE wind means and why fog in October means 
singing frogs at Christmas and blood on the Moon 
brings hail in June and other scientific stufiflike that 
The third reason is that for the last 34 years I have 
heard the phrase, "it depends on the weather" at least 
9 million times and I am thoroughly sick of the 
phrase, the weather and the situation "Can we go to 
the reunion on Saturday?" "It depends on the 
weather." "What time will you be in for supper." "It 
depends on the weather" "Let's move that tree this 

afternoon." "Depends on the., "Can you come 

shopping with me tomorrow?" "Depends.", 

I know of course, that in the farming business 
everything dam well does depend on the weather 
and most of the time 1 appreciate that I just don't 
want to hear about it all the time And I think that 
once in a while we should do something, in spite of 
the weather, to prove that we are not mindless slaves 
to the capriciousness of the SE wind and that as 
intelligent beings we have some small control of our 
destiny 1 am not fool enough to advocate standing 
on a hilltop and waving a metal flagpole during a 
thunderstorm, I only want some small act of defi¬ 
ance, like just once going on a picnic when the 
weather was fit for haying, planning a trip to the 


mountains and then going even if it is a great day for 
baling straw, taking the kids to the lake because it's 
a nice day 

The w eather over the last couple of weeks has 
seemed noteworthy to me We have had thunder and 
lightening that were so spectacular that the entire 
sky lit up, horizon to horizon, and the bolts that 
touched down looked mean enough to melt Mad¬ 
den, cremate Cremona or decimate Didsbury De¬ 
spite this the weather person says that we have not 
had more than our usual share of thunderstorms for 
July and several more can occur before the month 
ends The same weather person says that we have 
not had an unusual amount of rain The flooding is 
because of the large amount of rain that has arrived 
in such a short time 

All this weather talk made me curious enough to 
look up some statistics and I present them in the

island in the Indian Ocean east of Madagascar ) 

Greatest precip in one month in Canada is 2235.5 
mm (89 42 inches) Swanson Bay, B C., Nov 1917 
In the United States, 2717.9 mm (108 71 inches) 
Kukui, Hawaii March, 1942 World record for one 
month is 9300 mm (372 inches) Cherrapunji, India, 
July 1861 Greatest precip in one year in Canada is 
81224 mm (325 inches) Henderson Lake, B C 
1931 In the U S. 17902 7 (716 inches) Kukui, 
Hawaii again, and world record is again Cherrapunji, 
India with 26461 2 mm (1058 inches) Aug 1860 to

of China on May 1,1986. It was 5000 g or about 11 
pounds 

And here are a few more things you can mention 
when your friends insist upon talking weather In 
1823 near Milton, Ontario, Eliza Harrison was hang¬ 
ing out w ashing when a tornado picked up Eliza, the 
washing and the clothesline and whirled them all 
into the air above the treetops She landed 1/2 mile 
away without so much as a scratch It doesn't say 
what kind of shape the clothes were in. The Alberta 
winter of 1903 was a series of blizzards and bright 
sunshine Hundreds of horses w ent snow-blind and 
died from blundering into deadly situations Cows' 
bags would have sunburned and blistered as well 
During Hurricane Hazel in Oct. 1954 an estimated 
300 million tons of water fell on Greater Toronto in 
12 hours 

The weather takes the blame for everything from 
migraines to aching feet, it gets us out of commit¬ 
ments, (too hot, too cold, too nice, it's raining, the 
roads are icy) it serves as an excuse for unexplained 
behavior in our pets and for failed baking It affects 
how we feel, what we eat and how we behave If you 
are a farmer or a farmer's wife, it controls your life 

The weather is vitally important, I admit it Now 
I don't want to talk about it anymore

Water safety - be prepared

It is time once again to open pools, go to beaches and 
cottages at the lake and look forward to swimming, boating 
or just cooling off in the water. Unfortunately, drowning is 
the second most common cause of death from injury among 
toddlers in Canada, ranking second among girls and third 
among boys. Toddlers not only compose of the major risk 
groups for fatal drowning but also represent the majority of 
hospitalization for near drowning, some of which result in a 


permanent handicap from brain damage. 

During 1991 and 1992, 96 Canadian toddlers died in 
water related incidents, 7 percent of which occurred in 
spring or autumn and involved activities on ice. Drowning 
hazards in and around the home account for 53 percent of 
all toddler drownings and the remaining incidents occur in 
large bodies of water such as lakes and rivers. Overall 
home swimming pools and bath tubs are the most common 
location of toddler drownings. 

Here are some facts. Although it may be possible to 
teach young infants to propel themselves and keep their

heads above water, infants cannot be expected to learn the 
elements of water safety or react appropriately in 
emergencies. No young child, particularly those who are 
preschool aged, can ever be considered "water safe”. 
Parents and guardians must never develop a false sense of 
security because your young child can "swim" a few 
strokes and remember that a small child can drown in only 
a few inches of water. Over two thirds of all toddler 
drownings occur in the afternoon and early evening, after 2 
p.m. and before 9 a.m. The largest number occur on 
Thursday and Friday.

Grizzly coach resigns

A special Olds Grizzly board 
meeting called on Sunday dealt with 
the startling announcement that vet¬ 
eran Grizzly coach Chris Stewart 
was asking for an early release from 
his contract 

Official confirmation of the move 
was officially announced at a press 
conference held July 17 in Prince 
Albert Stewart received a three- 
year contract (two years plus an 
option year) slated to begin at the 
end of July. Grizzly president Hugh 
Bodmer said arrangements had been 


made to ensure the summer hockey 
school would not be adversely af¬ 
fected by Stewart’s departure, and 
that recruiting had been largely com¬ 
pleted by Stewart prior to his resig¬ 
nation.

His 85-54 playoff record led the

Grizzlys to a record-equalling three 
consecutive AJHL championships 
from 1992 through 1994 

The Grizzlys established a 
number of AJHL regular season 
records with a 50-4-2 record in their 
Centennial Cup-winning season 
They were 72-8-2 overall that sea¬ 
son and 261-104-8 overall in five 
full seasons with Stewart behind the 
bench from 1990/91, through to the 
present. 

Stewart played for the St. Albert 
Saints when they won back-to-back 
AJHL championships in 1981 and 
1982. His coaching career began 
with the Saints in 1983/84 


“Although [Stewart] had given 
us a commitment to stay prior to 
this, the board was not about to 
stand in his way. We have given 
Chris our blessing and wish him all 
success.” 

Stewart said, “I’mexcited about 
the challenge, but it’s going to be 
tough leaving Olds.” 

Bodmer said that while Stewart 
would be missed, the search for a 
new coach would begin immedi¬ 
ately In fact, he said applications 
and inquiries began arriving within 
days of the announcement of 
Stewart’s departure from the Griz¬
